possession of Montgomery Ward 
and Co. properties In seven cities 
today but for the second time this | 
year Sewell Avcry, chairman of the 
nrm's.board of directors, refused to 
accept the executive order. 


Maj. Gen. Joseph W. Byron, di-

Avery said he refused to accept 
the order and Byron awaited action 
on the government's request foi an 
injunction in federal court at Chi- 
cago, restraining company officials 
from Interfering with government 
operation of the properties.

Rochetto and four buddies told us 


what it was like fighting inside the

lifted the siege at 5:10 p. m. yes- 
terday with their arrival at Bas- 
togne's outskirts. Trucks, jeeps and 
other vehicles rumbled into the bat- 
tered city in force today.
